SPRINGFIELD — The num- 
ber of AIDS cases in Madison 
County rose by.64 percent in 
1990, the largest percentage 
increase in Illinois, according to 
new state figures.- 

Statewide, there was a 35 per- 
cent increase in- the number of 
AIDS cases reported last year, 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health figures showed. 


AIDS is the Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome. 

“One person dies and we get 
two more new ones,’’ Sandy 
Stokka, a case manager with the 
Madison County AIDS Program, 
said. There were 16- new AIDS 
cases rted in the county last: 
year, bringing the total number 
of cases to date to 41. 

- Of those 41, 23 have died and 
several more have moved away, 
Stokka said. 

There is no record_of what 
happened to those patients who 
moved out of the area, she said. 

“We ‘average a little more 
than one death a month,” Stckka 
said. 

There were 19 new AIDS 
cases — a 48 percent 
increase —reported in St. Clair 
County last year. No cases have 
been reported in Monroe County. 

Most of the patients who seek 
testing, .counseling, support 

groups or other services from 
the Madison County program are 
white males in their early 30s, 
Stokka.said. Most. live in urban 
areas, though a growing number 
come..from scattered small 
towns and rural areas, she said. 

The Madison County program, 
operated out of the offices of 
Coordinated Youth’ Services in 
Granite City, tests between 20 -

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Witnesses tell horror tale 
of brutality to young boy

“BELLEVILLE — Several wit- 
nesses during the first week of 
Kimberly Novy’s capital murder 
trial characterized her as “‘emo- 
tionless”’ and -‘‘calm,”’ saying 
that she even asked for a ciga- 
rette while paramedics struggled 
to revive her dying stepson. 

Neighbors told how 4-year-old 
James Novy, wearing a cast on 
a’ broken leg, was forced to 
crawl to the front door while his 
parents walked ahead. 

Paramedics with the 
O’Fallon-Shiloh VaHey Ambu- 
lanee Corps said Novy, 22, 
showed no emotion as they tried 
to-resuscitate him Dec. 1, 1989. 

Novy, of Shiloh, called police 
when the boy allegedly fell while 
walking_to the bathroom. He had 
been scolded and spanked for 
wetting his pants at the kitchen 
table, Novy said 

Paramedics testified they 
found the boy lying on the ‘sofa, 
his, mouth full of vomit, and with 
no pulse., He died about an hour 
and a half later at. Scott Air 
force Base Hospital. 

Novy is accused of first-degree 
murder stemming from 
long-term physical abuse that 
eventually led to his death 

acing the death penalty 
if convicted, also is charged with 
aggravated battery to a child 
and cruelty to children. 

Her husband, Keith Novy, 27, 
was convicted of all three char- 
ges Oct. 1 following a bench trial 
and faces the death penalty. 

He is to, be Sentenced by St 
Clair Chief Criminal Judge 
James Donovan :after Novy's 
wife’s trial is completed 


At the start- of the trial,- 


defense attor Brian Trent- 
man unsuccessfully tried to 
exclude confessions made by 
Kim Novy. Trentman- alleged 
there is a personality disorder. 

Trentrian argued that since 
Novy suffered from an illness 
that made her subservient to her 
husband's, and most men's, 
demands, confession to 
police was coerced 

The attorney is also expected 
to present evidence to show Kim 
Novy was completely dependent 
on, Keith Novy and that she 
could not tear herself away from 
abuse of the children. Trentman 
alleged there had been physical 
abuse of her

rentman said he expected to 
call about a dozen witnesses for 
the defense. The trial is expec- 
led to last about another week. 

Air Force Dr: Robert Paschall 
testified Kimberly  Novy’s 
accounts of how James was 
injured the day. he died ‘“‘did not 
coincide’” with” multipte bruises 
found throughout the child’s 
bady. 


Many of the bruises, Paschall 
said, were ‘‘several days to a 
week or two old,’ including 
‘battle scar’’ bruises behind the 
boy's -ears and ‘“‘racoon eyes" 
bruises arotind his eyes. ~~ 

Dr. Harry-Parks, a pathologist 
who performed the autopsy. on 
James, testified bruises on the 
child’s legs, arms, face and head 
were inflicted at different times. 

One large bruise ‘under James’ 
scalp. prol sably ‘was caused by 
grabbing the child by the hair 
and “‘joltingly lifting him up.” 

James Novy, who at a year 
old underwent’ emergency sur- 
ety, to correct a_ congenital 


eart defect, was characterized [eeyaes 


as a “frail, pale, sickly looking 
child” by pre-school workers and 
by courthouse employees who 
saw the child the day Keith and 
Kimberly Novy were married. 

“He was a very withdrawn 
child who had very little lan- 
guage skills,"’ said Mary Lu 
Arterburn-Haas, a special educa- 
tion pre-school teacher who 
taught James at Belle Valley 
North in 1988. 

‘‘He grunted a lot and pointed 
to things and had a_ noticeable 
tremble,” Arterburn-Haas said. 
“‘He was_a very frail little boy.” 

Frequently- the boy would 
come to school in a soiled diaper 
and -would ‘‘stick whole cookies 
in his -mouth at a time” during 
snacktime, she said. 

James Novy was+removed 
from the school April 4, 1989, a 
day after Arterburn-Haas and 
other school officials noticed 
welt marks on the boy’s buttocks 
and reported the, suspected 
abuse to the Illinois ‘Department 
of Children and Family Services. 

Employees at the St. Clair 
County courthouse testified 
James “didn’t know what w 
going on around him” as his 
father and Kimberly Novy were 
married on Nov. 30, 1989. 

One of the witnesses to the 
wedding had to carry James and 
when he was let down he said, 

‘Take me daddy, take me,”’ said 
Pam Bequette, the court clerk 
who assisted at the wedding.

ys, onthia Guthrie of O'Fallon, 
told how James had to craw! to 


the -home’s front door after he- 


had fallen while walking with 
Keith and Kim Novy 

Another time, James was 
plopped into a-wheelchair and 
left sitting on the front porch 
while wearing a caSt for a ‘bro 
ken right leg 

According’ to Kim Novy’ 
statement to hospital workers. 
the child broke his leg when he 
allegedly fell from his bunk bed 
and caught. his foot under the 
mattress, testimony showed. 
« Another fieighbor, Joseph Jorn 
of Shiloh, testified that-on July 4, 
1989, Keith Novy put diaper-clad 
JameS on the front porch with a 
suitease-and said, ~‘Get going; 
leaving the boy there for about a 
half hour.

SPRINGFIELD — The num- 
ber—of-AIDS -cases in Madison 
County rose by 64 percent in 
1990, the largest percentage 
increase in Illinois, according to 
new state figures. 

Statewide, there was a 35 per- 
cent increase in the number of 
AIDS cases reported last year, 
filinois_ Department of Public 
Health figures showed. 

AIDS is the Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome. 

“One person dies and we get 
two more new ones,” Sandy 
Stokka, a case manager with the 
Madison County AIDS Program, 
said. There were 16 new AIDS 
cases reported in. the counéy last 
year, bringing the total namber 


of cases to date to 41. 

Of thost 41, 23 have died and 
several more have moved away, 
Stokka said. 

There is no record of what 
happened to those patients who 
moved out of the area, she said- 

“We average a little -more 
than one‘death a month,” Stukka 
said. 

There were 19 new AIDS 
cases —a 48 percent 
increase —reported. in St. Clair 
County last year. No cases have 
been reported in Monroe County. 

Most ‘of the patients who seek 
testing, counseling, support 
groups or other services fram 
the Madison County program are 
white males in their early 30s, 
Stokka said. Most live in urban 
areas, though a growing number 
come from scattered small 
towns and rural areas, she said.
